DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to tine amendment filed on 
2/23/09. It is noted that in the amendment, applicant has amended claims 2, 12, 15 and 
22. There is not any claim being added or canceled from the application. The pending 
claims are claims 1-9 and 11-22 which are examined in this Office action. Note that 
claim 10 was canceled in the amendment of 7/18/05. 

Claim Objections 

2. The objections to claims 2, 12, 15 and 22 as set forth in the previous Office 
action have been overcome by the amendments to the claims as provided in the 
amendment of 2/23/09. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -9 and 1 1 -22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The image transmission system for rigid endoscopes as recited in the 

independent claim 1 is patentable with respect to the prior art, in particular, the 
Japanese reference No. 61-20015 and the U.S. Patent No. 5,743,846, by the Decision 
on Appeals issued by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on 1 1/26/2008 
which states that the applied art does not disclose that the rod lenses are vertex-to- 
vertex adjacent to each other as claimed.
